Her stead- 
fast Christiaii character* coonbiiied 
with a ch a eifu l and sunny dispoaltlon, 
made a friend of every one who Imew 
her, and this friendship grew more 
stronger as the years passed. She was 
a steadfast Christian woman, having 
united with the Presbyterian church 
at an early age, and her devotion to 
her churchly duties, ministering to 
the sick and comforting in her sweet 
way those who were afflicted or 
troubed, caused her to become one 
of the most beloved women in Paris. 

In 1857 Miss Mary Daugherty was 
united in marriage to Mr, Thomas 
Webb, who departed this life about 
forty years ago. From this union 
there were four sons, Ray Webb, 
who died at a nearly age; Chas. D. 
Webb, who preceded his mother to 
the grave about five months; Frank 
P. Webb and W. H. Webb, who sur- 
vive her. The direct cause of her 
deat was arterial solerosis.

e., enough heat to lower the temper- 
ature of 116 pound of water 10 de- 
grees. 

This demonstrates the enormous 
value of evaporation through the 
skin and lungs and the necessity for 
keeping these organs in prime condi- 
tion, especially during the warm 
weather, if we are to bear it in com- 
fort. It Is obviously, thmi, a crime 
against the body to overdothe it.

HOWARD RECOGNIZED IN 

TAX SUIT PROSECUTION 



The suit of the Commonwealth vs. 
the Burley Tobac^ o Society, insti- 
tuted in the County Court to recover 
back taxes upon unlisted i)roperty of 
the plaintiff from the formation of the 
pool in 1909, which was called Thurs- 
day and passed until Friday morning, 
•.vas continued until October 3. 

Upon the grounds that John T. 
Collins and 8. K. Nichols, witnesses 
in the case, were absmt the plaintiff 
entered a motion to have the case 
continued, which , was granted by 
Judge Dnndon. 

The suit is to recover taxes on ap- 
proximately 1350,000 worth of prop^ 
erty and was instituted sereral 
months ago by Mr. Howard. 

The morning session of the court 
was occupied with argument of the 
question of the right of John Howard, 
ex-revunue agent, to participate in 
the prosecution of the case. Judge E 
C. O'Rear and Messrs, H. T. Duncan 
and Dwight Pendleton presented the 
position of the defendant, and Judge 
Lewis Apperson and Mr Howard him- 
self supported the contention that his 
right to participate had not been ab- 
rogated through his resignation from 
the oflSce of revenue agent. Coaaty 
Attorney George Batterton also ap- 
peared as associate counsel for the 
plaintiff. 

The question was brought up when 
the attorneys for the defense filed a 
supplemental answer reciting that 
since the filing of the statement and 
the assignment of the case for trial, 
John Howard, who brought action in 
the name of the Commonwealth, had 
resigned as revenue agent for the 
State at large, and asking that the 
court require that another revenue 
agent or the sheriff, either of whom 
would be qualified to prosecuate the 
case, be substituted. To this the 
plaintiff demurred. 

In the argument Judge Apperson 
and Mr. Howard took the ground that 
the law required only that the agent 
institute the aetiim; that it was he 
duty of the cooay attorney to i^ros- 
ecute the case; that the actual plain- 
tiff was the State, and that resigns 
tion or deah of tb e revenue agent 
did not necessitate a change of plead 
ings or a substitution. Mr. Howard 
said that it was true he had resigned 
and was now a private citizen prac 
State, but that the statutes provided 
that he should participate in the ac- 
tions lie had brought before resign- 
ing and ser-ured his right to the fees 
::i the event the case sliould be 
decided for the Common wealth. He 
lurthrr ii'dd that his bond cOntin\ied 
binding lintil the cas',' should be dis- 
posefJ of. 

r.r..^!:iK their urj^uiat'iit upon the 
cases and sections cited by the plain- 
tiff, ti:o counsel for the defendant ar- 
ifued that although the actual plain- 
tiff, the Commonwealth could not 
speak except through some author- 
ized representative; that no one save 
a revenue agent or slieriff could insti- 
tute an action for back taxes and 
either the one or the other must di- 
rect such suits; that the duty and 
auhority of county attorney ended 
with presenting the cause and that he 
could not- settle such a suit, and while 
the action did not abate with the res- 
ignation of the agent filing it, yet it 
must be prosecuted by an authorized 
party whose bond afforded prut tn-t ion 
for the defendant. ^ 

It wat-> held that ^he bond of Mr. 
HG\vard could cover only acts prior 
^ to the time of his resignation and 
I ( ould not anticipate further obliga- 
tions such as the defendant's court 
costs subsequent to his retirement as 
a public oflicial. Another point made 
was that the defendant was entitled 
to have as opponent <me bound by 
the oath of a public oflicial bearing 
the responsibilities and obligations of 
a public official, whereas Mr. Howard 
was now only a private citizen, with- 
out the right to settle the case should 
a settlement be desirable; furthermore 
that the county attorney could not ap- 
pear for an ex-oflicldl. Mr, Howard's 
sole interest in the case now, it was 
argued, was hope of securing the fees 
amounting in this viase to $3,500. 

As to the matter of compensation, 
it was ar^iucd that the fees provided 
were for services in\^olved in causing 
omitted ijroperty to be assessed and 
not for tlu' formal act of filing state- 
ments, and that the agent who might 
perform the work or prosecuting the 
action would be entitled to the com- 
pensation should property be assessed 
Mr. Pendleton declared that Mr. How- 
ard had filed forty-five suits against 
the Burley Society in which he antici- 
pated receiving fees amounting to 
near two hundred thousand dollars, 
but that the service contemplated by 
the 4aw was yet to be performed. The 
bond provided for the faithful per- 
formance of duty as a public official, 
and duties terminated immediately 
when he ceased to be a public official. 

.Judge Dnndon sustained the de- 
murrer to the supplemental answer, 
saying that the case should be heard 
on its merits with the State as plain- 
tiff in the action, irrespective of the 
resignation of Ur. Howard.
